New York, July 30,—[Special.]—The

BANDITS 
PARIS CAFE 


Patrons Rush to Safety as 
Bullets Fly.

‘PARIS, July 30.—In a pitched battle |, 
thts afternoon on the terrace of a café 
at one of the most frequented corners 
‘in Paris, two of three bandits, who 
held up the Marseilles express last 
Sunday were killed and a policeman 
was mortally wounded. 

The robbery was the boldest of a long 
series of railway holdups. In addition 
to rifling a large number of travelers 
on the train de luxe, the bandits killed 
a young lieutenant of the French army 
and wounded two others. 

This morning, Jacques Charrier, a 
Marseilles medical student, was arrest- 
ed in Montmartge and taken to police 
headquarters, where, under the third 
degree, he confessed he was one of the 
bandits. 

Directs Police to Pals, 

He told the police the other two prob- 
ably would lunch at the Café Blanc, 
at the corner of the Avenue Wagram 
and Rue Faubourg St. Honoré, not far 
from the Place d’Etoile, and in the 
‘most populous district. 

About 1 o'clock five inspectors of 
police in plain clothés approached the 
cafe, which was crowded within and 
on the terrace. 

At a table on the terrace the inspec- 
tors Saw, two men answering the de- 
scription of the bandits. Leisurely 
surrounding the table, at a signal from 
their leader, they called on the two 
Men to throw up their hands. At once 
the two men were on their feet, each 
with an automatic. one going full 
blast. 

Their first shot slice replies from 
the inspectors, and for three minu‘es 
there the fiercest sort of a fight at 
close 

Patrons Flee to Safety. 

Other patrons of the restaurant, 
leaving eir lunch and their hats, 
jumped fo their feet, upsetting tables 
and breaking dishes in a mad rush to 
get out of range. 

When the shooting was over one 
bandit lay dead on the ground, with 
ten bullets in his body, while his com- 
panion lay across the table dying. ~ 

Inspector Turnier lay on the ground 

with two bullets through his stomach. 
He died later at a hoSpital. 
The names of the dead bandits are 
given as Thomas and Bertrand, each 
of whom, police records show, had 
been severa! times convicted for rob. 
wery.

considerably reduced its resistance to 
disease and its physical endurance. 


Appeals for Aid. 
“Gloomy days have come for the. 
country of Tolstoi, Dostoyevsky, Men- 
eleyev, Pavlov, Mussergsky, Glinka and 
other world prized men, and I venture 
to trust that the cultured European 
and American people, understanding 
the tragedy of the Russian people, will 
immediately succor with bread and 
medicines. 

“If humanitarian ideas and feelings 
—faith in whose social import was so 
shaken by the damnable war and its 
victors’ unmercifulness toward the 
vanquished—if faith in the creative 
force. ofthese ideas and. feelings, I 
say” ‘West and can be restored, Russia’s 


splendid opportunity to demonstrate 
the vitality of humanitarianism. 
“I think particularly warm sympa§- 
thy in succoring the Russian people 
must be shown by those who, during 
the ignominious war, so passionately 
preached fratricidal hatred, thereby 
withering the educational efficacy of 
ideas evolved by mankind in the most 
arduous labors and so lightly killed 
by stupidity and cupidity.

THE ISSUE IN THE. 
SMALL CASE. 


Mr. Smull and his friends allege persecution ar 
an ¢ttenmirt to try his cause in the newspapers. 

The facts do not support this complaint.. Let us 
see what they are. 

It is Mr. Small who immediately upon the action 
of the grand jury attacked the officers of the law, 
accusing them and others, including TuE TRIVUNE, 
of the gross crime of conspiring to “ assassinate his 
character.” It is Mr. Small who rushed up to Chi- 
cago to make a speech at a city hall picnic, which 
speech was nothing but a repetition of theer acvusa- 
tions in a typical city hall outpouring bf buncuinbe 
about defending the rights of the people. 

Since Mr. Small had chosen to explain his charge 
of conspiracy on the ground that he is a friend of 
the peopie, THe TrrBuNe felt it was proper to Cis- 
cuss that claim in the light of Mr. Small's political 
ecarecr. If that were trying his case in the news- 
papers Mr, Smal! himself is responsible, for it is 
he who was first in print. But it is not ttyins his 
ease in the newspapers, for it does not ::ffec: his 
case, which turns solely on the question of whether 
or not he was as state treasurer guilty of em- 
bezzling state funds or of engaging in conspiracy 
to defraud the state. 

As to that question no one, unless it be Mr. Small 
and his allies, is trying it in the press or on the 
platform. Apart from the publication of the fact 

ef indictment and some comment, compelled by 
Mr. Small’s own remarks, it is Mr. Small who is 
doing the talking and who is trying himself in the 
mewspapers. 

We predict he will continue to do so. His Chi- 
cago press apologist remarks that Gov. Small’s 
case is not primarily a law case. We think 
the people of Illinois will differ from it on 
this point. To the public the case is primarily 
whether or not Mr. Small took state money. 
But Mr. Small and his political allies do not 
intend to let the issue rest on so clear and 
simple a basis. They have begun to fill the air 
with the familiar city hall jargon about rich cor- 
porations and dark conspiracy to ruin the friends 
of the people. It is they who are trying to get a 
popular prejudgment of Mr. Small's ‘case. They 
will continue to do this for several reasons. We 
do not know whether Mr. Small is anxious for a 
fair trial of the legal issue or not. We do know 
that the city hall is anxious to avoid any legal 
showdown on its @wn record of plunder. Therefore, 
we shall have more of city hall bunk and city 
hall dodging of the issue in which the public is sole- 
ly interested, which is: “Where is the big money 
and who got it?” 

Mr. Brundage may have a political motive for his 
official action against Mr. Small. Mr. Mortimer 
may have. We have no knowledge of their 
consciences. But if Mr. Small is innocent their 
motives, if wrong, will recoil upon themselves, and 
if he is guilty their motives, though they may have 
been wrong, will not make Mr. Smal! right. 

In other words, the public wants to know not 
why the attorney general acted as he has, but 
Whether Mr. Small as state treasursér embezzled 


public money or conspired to defra‘:d the state. 

The issue is primarily a legal issue, and not 
as the Lundin-Thompssr Small crowd would like to 
Make it erpear, an issue of politics or personal 
metives. 

Whatever the politics of the situation may be, 
the public wants to know whether its pocket was 
picked.

FALLACIES AS TO A DIVIDED 
FLEET. 


A Michigan contemporary, after conceding that 


“a vast preponderance of dependable naval opinion | 


favors a constantly united fleet,” declares that. 
response to THE TRIBUNE's editorial on the latest 
blocking of the canal “it would be just as logical 
for Secretary Denby to say, ‘Culebra answers Tue 
Taibune.’—because, if the fleet were united in one 
ocean or the other, the need for quick canal passage 
from one possible war-theater to another would 
be, if anything, intensified.” . 


If this is logic in our contemporary’s sanctum 
a volume of Jevon's would be a desirable addition 
to its library. But the trouble with the reasoning 
exhibited is not so much in its logic or lack of 
logic as in its lack of thought on military prin- 
ciples. 

Let, us examine the alternatives offered. The 
canal is suddenly blocked. First alternative: The 
fleet is united, but on the wrong side of the canal. 
Result, the coast on the other side is without naval 
defense. The fleet itself is safe, and can proceed 
to the war theater by another route, arriving intact 
with its maximum power, to meet the fleet of the 
enemy and attack the situation then existing, 
namely, a bombarded and blockaded coast, perhaps 
an enemy force established on our shores with lines 
of communication by sea. This would be an un. 
pleasant situation, but, we would point out to our 
logician, not necessarily a decisive one—provided 
our united fleet could win over the united fleet 
of the enemy. 

Second alternative: The fleet is divided, half in 
the war theater, half on the other side of the bar- 
rier. Result, the united enemy fleet first attacks 
our half fleet if the latter can be caught at sea 
and destroys it, then turning to the bombardment 

and invasion of our coast. The situation, so far 
as the coast is concerned, is the same physicall: 
as that under the frst alternative. But it is far 
different from,.a military viewpoint, for we have 
lost our half fleet, and the coast situation cannot 
be relieved by the arrival of a force now inferio~ 
to that of the enemy. In other words, the situa- 
tion has now become, in a military sense, decisive. 

But suppose our half fleet has not been caught | 


nao. If it can do 60 without increasing immigration, 
and with a more careful selection of admissible 
immigrants than we now have, it is deserving 


tatingly followed in a matter so essential to our 


at sea, but has taken refuge. If so, it is demobilized 
in one place, where it can be penned in, leaving the 
enemy still between it and our remaining half 
fleet, sailing to join up. Even if the enemy fleet 
allowed our approaching half fleet to reach the 
battle field our penned up half would have to 
emerge under obvious tactical disadvantages, and 
could not join its comrades for effective battle for- 


imation unless the enemy fleet were stupidly in- 


competent. 

This is but a demonstration of the most funda- 
mental and familiar principle of strategy, known 
to the ancients as the: principle of “divide and 
conquer.” The example of the divided Russian fleets 
in 1905 is exactly in point. Their fate is well known. 


Our contemporary’s mistake is the result of the 
fallacy which caused the cities of our eastern sca- 
board to clamor each for a battleship during the 
Spanish war. If that clamor had been heeded, ou- 
navy, distributed ship by ship in the various ports, 
' would have been thoroughly and equitably divided 


_—and useless. 

The strategic principle of the united fleet—-sr 
military force—is not open to argument among 
those who give study or impartial thought to the 
laws of armed conflict. But we invite our contem- 
porary’s consideration to the tactical phase of the 
subject, although that calls for a more detailed 
knowledge of the conditions of military and naval 
efficiency. Let our contemporary inquire from 
any naval man as to the skill required to maneuver 
a large number of ships in action. He will find 
not only that the mechanical task is so complicated 


prompt and effective codrdination, but there myst 
be a corresponding unity of mind in the com- 
manding personnel. In other words, fleet requires 
constant practice as a fleet, just as a ball team, a 
football eleven, or a rowing crew does, in order to 
get team play. We leave it to our contemporary’s 
knowledge of sports to remind him that a mere 
aggregation of players, however brilliant its indi- 
vidual members might be, would suffer seriously 
if it:were not trained long and persistently to act 
as a unit. 

This tactical consideration is not as vital as.the 
strategic principle referred to, but it is weighty 
enough by itself to decide the case for a united fleet. 

Now, as to Secretary Denby. We suspect our 
contemporary was more concerned to defend its 
fellow citizen of Michigan than to think out the 
question of a united fleet, and we, therefore, hasten 
to say that we do not hold Mr. Denby entirely or | 
even primarily responsible for the continuance of 
the vicious policy of Mr. Daniels. He has only 
not been strong enough to resist those influences 
which in other countries have overcome military 
considerations and led to disaster. 

It is our opinion that there are no diplomatic 
or litical considerations which justify inviting 
the Wenger and setting the harmful precedent in- 
volved in keeping our fleet divided. We have also 
inquired into and carefully considered the question 
of base facilities on the Pacific coast, and we find 
nothing in the conditions existing, embarrassing 
as they are, that prevents the adoption of the prin- 
ciple of a united fleet and its immediate application. 
In this we have, as our contemporary concedes, the 
support of “a vast preponderance of dependable 
naval opinion,” and it is not for lack of informa- 
tion or lifelong study of military principle that this 
preponderance exists. Naval men know, and their 
judgment should be courageously and unhesi-

line of defense, the navy. 


SELECTIVE IMMIGRATION. 


A bill introduced by Representative Albert John- 
gon of Washington to have prospective immigrants 
examined at American consulates abroad and 
turned back or recommended for admission to this 
country will at once appeal to the popular sense 
of justice. Recently we have been confronted by 
some sad pictures of ship loads of immigrants 
brought to this country only to be turned away 
and sent back, disappointed and financially poorer, 
Beeause the quota of immigrants from the country 
of their origin had already been reached. 


It has been the lot of others for many .years 
past to be held for a time at Ellis island and then 
returned to their own country because of some 
obstacle to admission which might better have 
been discovered before they ever boarded a steamer. 
Such a system not only works an unnecessary hard- 
ship upon the immigrant involved, but is a serious 
economic waste. Sale of goods abroad, purchase 
of steamship tickets, and loss of time are only part 
of the sacrifices thus made by the would-be immi- 
grant. 

Only a small fraction of those who seek admis- 
sion to this country can be allowed in. The present 
Immigration law provides such safeguards against 
cheap European labor, inferior standards of living, 
and an influx of population which is too slow of 
assimilation. But in justice te those who seek to 
come, and as a sound economic policy, it would be 
well to turn the inadmissible alien back.‘on the 
other side of the water rather than to wait until 
he reaches this side.

For poison ivy Irving recommends: 
Fermalin, 5 parts; carbolic acid, 10 
parts, and water, 85 parts. The mixture 
is colored blue with methylene blue. This 
mixture should prove effective, but it 
must be watched lest enough carbolic be 
absorbed to cause carbolic poisoning. 
Carbolic acid pvisoning causes smoky 
urine. 

Speyer says it is all right to apply 
ammonia water to bee sting bites and 
ant bites. The poisons of these in- 
sects are acid. But the poisoning of a 
wasp is alkaline, and the proper remedy 
to apply to a wasp bite is an acid, such 
as diluted vinégar. It is customary to 
bathe all irritating skin conditions in 
an alkaline wash, such as soda water or 
ammonia water. When these fail to give 
relief it may be just as well to switch 
to an acid and use vinegar water. 


- A South American writer who has had 


considerable experience recommends a 
saturated solution of Epsom salts, 
magnesium sulphate, applied locally, for 
spider bite. In South America they 
have some very large and formidable 
spiders, and this doctor treats their bites 
by keeping cloths saturated in salts on 
the wound and giving four drops of al- 
coholic iodine internally three times a 
day. There is no need in giving iodine 
internally when one is bitten by a United 
States spider. 

We have a very interesting letter from 
Cc. H. B. about Florida snakes. I wish 
there was space to print it. He says 
there are ten to twelve species of rattle- 
snakes in the United States. In Florida 
there are two species., The poison of the 
rattler causes the blood to break down. 
41 am glad to announce that an anti- 
toxin for rattlesnake bite is available. 
It can be purchased from F. H. Thomas, 
Boston, Mass. It can be had at the 
New York Zodlogical garden also. 

This antitoxin must be given by hypo- 
dermic injection soon after the bite. 
This, of course, means that persons ex- 
posed to snake bite should keep this 
remedy on hand. {t costs no more than 
the whisky with which so many provided 
themselves in the old days and which 
did more harm than good. 

Cc. H. B. says there are.people in 
Florida who think the moccasin more 
deadly than the rattler. He quotes David 
Starr Jordan as saying it is. The opin- 
ion is incorrect. A moccasin bite is rare- 
ly fatal. 

Cc. H. B. writes that the coral. snaké 
of Florida belongs to the cobra family 


and is more poisonous than the rattler. 


If it belongs to that family, its poison 
spends itself on the nervous system and 
the European brands of such antitoxin 
should cure it.

What you call the metal end is that one 
which there is a glass bulb filled with mer- 
This mercury gives the metallic ap- 


cury. 
pearance. It is the bulb end or metallic end 
which goes under the tongue. Note the scale 


on the stem. It begins at somewhere. about 
95 and runs to more than 105. When the 
mercury is warmed it rises in the column 
which the scale measures. The point regis- 
tered on the scale by the top of the column of 
mercury indicates the temperature of the lo- 
cality where the bulb of mercury rests. 


ASKS ABOUT TRACHOMA. 

M. B. A: writes: “1. I have had tra- 
choma in both eyes for five years. Now 
my right eye is pretty smooth, but every 
few weeks I get ulcer of the cornea of 
my left eye. I have had one doctor for 
three years. For the last year I have 
had bluestone rub every week, with no 
results. How can I get rid of the ulcer, 
and how could I have contracted this 
awful disease? 

‘2. I was born in Italy, but came here 
when 3 years old. I am married and 
have two children I am trying to take 
care of.” 

REPLY. 

1. While you have done very well and are to 
be congratulated, your improvement seems to 
have come to a standstill. Could your physi- 
cian get an eye specialist to examine you? It 
is not easy to cure trachoma, and*you are not 
out of danger of blindness. Trachoma is a 
contagious disease. It is contracted by using 
the wash basins, towels, or handkerchiefs 
used by persons with the disease. Guard your 
children's eyes well. 

2. Ask the children’s bureau, department of 
labor, Washington, D. C., for their free book- 
let, ‘‘ Child Care.” 

PROBABLY A MISTAKE. 

D. D. writes: Will you kindly let me 
know what fruits and vegetables have 
little or no acid in them as I am always 
full of rashes and was told to eat fruits 
and vegetables without acid. 

REPLY. 

Your informant meant that you should not 
eat sour or tart fruit and vegetables, such as 
rhubarb, cranberries, and green apples and 
plums. I do not think vegetable and fruit 


acids cause rashes.

HOPE FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS. — 

Chicago, July ‘26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Word reaches me from Washing- 
ton that an agreement is about to be. 
reached on the Sweet bill, and that in the 
very near future it will become a law, 
This bill deals with the rehabilitation of 
the disabled and wounded ex-service men 
and creates a unified agency decentral- 
ized in the field with one head respon- 
sible directly to the president of the 
United States. 

Much is due to THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
for the results obtained. About thirty 
days ago, as chairman of the committee 
on hospitalization and vocational train- 
ing of the American Legion, I met the 
editors of THE TRIBUNE at their golicita- 
tion, to discuss with them the manner in 
which the government was treating dis- 
abled ex-service men. They agreed with 
me that the situation was highly unsatis- 
factory. The columns of THE TRIBUNE 
were immediately thrown open for the 
presentation of the facts. Editorials were 
written to emphasize the necessity of 
action on the part of the government. 
‘THE TRIBUNE'S Washington correspond- 
ent, Mr. Henning, was directed to report 
on the situation as he viewed it in Wash- 
ington, and to give the matter of relief 
to the disabled men the right of way 
over all other matters. The Tribune 
Foreign News service was directed to 
report the manner in which European 
nations were treating their crippled scl- 
diers. Floyd Gibbons responded with an 
article giving completely the European 
situation. THE TRIBUNE campaign of 
publicity prompted other newspapers 
throughout the country to do likewise. 
Members of congress, at the solicitation 
of Mr. Henning, hurried the passage of 
the bill through the senate of the United 
States. 

For the benefits which will come to the 
disabled and wounded of the world war, 
from the operation of the Sweet bill, these 
heroes of yesterday and their comrades 
of the American Legion will ever be

IFE is up and down, hill and valley, gain and loss. The curve is inescap- | 
able for the individual, for the group, and even for the all embracing 
Unit called humanity. We lose and gain not only material possessions 
but spiritual ones, too. We acquire new qualities, and we pay for the acquisl- 
tion by neglecting old achievements. As we do not care for them any longer, 
we do not practice our virtues of yesterday, and all of a sudden we discover 
that they have vanished: things of a past never to be resurrected, lost arts 
which we remember with a wistful smile like grandfather's desk or grand- 
mother’s sweets. Is there any such desk left in the world? Are there any 
such sweets for sale nowadays? | 


One of the forgotten arts is the art of letter writing. The most famous 


cultivated the genre of artistic letter writing with instantaneous and lasting 
success. Lots of people have written beautiful or fascinating letters inciden- 
tally, but the emphasis must be laid on the word artistic. Mme. de Sévigné 
knew that her letters would be shown to her daughter's friends, and Walpole 
and Chesterfield never forgot that in their letters they were speaking to a 
certain set of people, to an “élite” of women and men (the women were more 
important) who would appreciate the delicacy of their sentiments, the depth 
their thoughts, the acumen ‘of their judgments, the felicity of their expres- 
ons. 

To write letters was the privilege of the select, the leisured class. Every 
letter was “en miniature” a new monument of literary glory; it was scruti- 
nized, criticized, admired, and circulated by readers who were particular with- 
out being pedantic. The news which a letter conveyed was of course most 
welcome in days when our methods and possibilities of communication were 
all unknown, but society was even more interested in form and style than in 
the facts. There was hardly anything taboo, “ verboten,” but it had to be 
presented with ease and grace.

A Man Who Despised Posthumous Glory. : 7 

O it was a great joy to receive a letter from a, woman like Mme. de 

Sévigné; the lucky mortal to whom it was addressed might look forward 

to hours of amusement which he would share with distinguished and 
discriminating friends. They would sit down together at the fireplace in the 
library of ah old provincial castle and imagine themselves to be at the mag- 
nificent court of the “roi soleil.” They would enjoy every allusion, interpret 
every ambiguity, and they would congratulate themselves for belonging to 
the circle of enlightened connoisseurs who every now and then prefer the 
pleasures of the mind to the crude satisfaction of the senses. Perhaps they 
did not know that there was a refined sensuality at the bottom of their admi- 
ration for the accomplished form of these letters. 

This art is lost. Nobody writes any more with the wish and the intention 
to create a work of art. Occasionally we may receive an interesting letter, 
but probably it is interesting only because it contains certain facts or opinions. 
The writer will hardly ever try to present his views in a manner which is 
esthetically praiseworthy. We do net show the letters of our friends any more 
to other friends; af least we never do it to have them admired as a work of art. 

In our whole (American) literature there is not one author famous for his 
letter writing. It is the fashion to collect the letters of great personalities 
after their death, but we regard them as biographical material or as an ap- 
pendix to their scientific or literary output. While they were alive their 
letters did not count as an important item in the list of their activities and 
achievements. 

To write beautifully has become a profession, and so has the art of 
talking beautifully, which in bygone times was practiced for its own sake. 
The last marvelously gifted talker seems to have been the Count de Rivarol. 
He lived at the time of the French revolution and was a magician of the 
spoken word. Every day of his life he dined with friends and enchanted them 
by his inexhaustible verve, the profundity of his views, the audacity of his 
opinions, the elegance of his epigrams. He could have become a great author, 
but he despised posthumous glory and preferred the admiration of his con- 
temporaries. Every night he subjugated them anew, every night he returned 
to his earthly task of dining sumptuously and talking miraculously—for he 
was a miracle. 

Those who listened to him were clever people, too—idiots could not have 
enjoyed his talk, and their presence would probably have clouded his inspira- 
tion. Imagine what a feat it must have been to amuse and amaze them again

Renan, Gautier, and other Olympians as participants, were the best 
symposia we know of in modern times, but the Goncourts, who described them 
in their diaries, declared after a while that all these clever men—the quintes- 
ence of French genius—were more or less Philistine, imprisoned in their 
bourgeois prejudices, and therefore frightfully boring. And none of them was 
acknowledged as the master of causerie. } | 

The dinners with Rivarol were a kind of monologue which the great 
talker improvised; the other guests were feeding him, as the stage parlance 
has it. That was, of course, impossible with men who, like Taine or Renan, 
were authorities in their special domains. They would tolerate and respect the 
other man’s opinion; they would not bow to it. 3 

But the real reason why this art is forgotten we may find in our specializa- 
tion. We have plenty of experts who know one matter thoroughly, but few 
dilettantes of wide range, few who are able to understand the business man, 
the artist, the philosopher, the naturalist, to ask intelligent questions, to make 
stimulating suggestions. 

Rivarol was a universalist. Sometimes we meet such a man and admire 
him, but alas! he begins to dogmatize, to expound, to dig deep. He becomes 
elephantine, and we were looking for a butterfly! He leads us into a labyrinth, 
and we wanted to look at a panorama. He is obscure, and we were yearning 
for clarity. We do not want a teacher, we want a causeur, a genius, but a 
genius who can chat. This phenomenon has gone and will hardly ever appear 
again. We have punners and jesters, orators and lecturers, witty men and 
eloquent men; but the art of talking for talking’s sake is forgotten. 

It must not be overlooked that all these men tried to enhance their clever- 
ness by the amenities of the palate. So did Socrates and his disciples, so did 
Frederick the Great and Voltaire, so did Dr. Johnson and his friends at the 
Mermaid tavern, so did our classical New England poets. The art of eating 
was never highly developed in our country, but much more saddening is the 
fact that we lost the art of drinking.

HERE is a story which I beg to dedicate to our reformers; may they 

ponder it: “Confucius visited Lao Tsu [about 557 B. C.] and spoke of 

charity and dfity to one’s neighbor. Lao Tsu said: ‘ Mosquitoes will keep 
a man awake all night with their biting, and just the same way this talk of 
charity and duty to one’s neighbors drives me nearly crazy. Sir! I strive to 
keep the world to its own original simplicity. And as the wind bloweth where 
it listeth, so let virtue establish itself.” ai 

To drink is an art, and we had hardly begun to realize that when democ- 
racy—with its naive belief in simple and sweeping solutions—forbade the 
pursuit of happiness guaranteed to us in an immortal document. Gone is the 
enjoyment of the wonderful fragrance, the golden color, the velvety taste; gone 
the relief from the sorrows of yesterday and the worries of tomorrow! Over 
our glass of wine we had a tender smile for the past and we saw the future 
in-a roseate nuance. We grew strong and-young, hopeful and happy. To- 
gether with others, we felt friendly and tolerant and enthusiastic, and when 
alone we indulged in dreams which were sweet in spite of many bitternesses. 

The art of drinking is lost, and the art of dreaming, too. We have no 
time for dreaming any more; we are much too busy. Not only that I have to 
make my living; I must rernember that Iam “the people.” Horror stricken do 
I read at breakfast what the newspapers expect from me in my quality as 
“the people.” I am informed by one that the people will not allow the post- 
ponement of this most urgent matter and by another one that they will not 
stand for the unwarranted haste in such a momentous business. I hear that 
the people (meaning me) will rise to put down such qn iniquity, and I rise 
(from the bre@kfast table) with the feeling that I am responsible for a thousand 
things as to which Tam absolutely ignorant, I realize what a pleasure it must 
have been tobe an emperor! 

And so I am hurrying on, squeezed in between private and public duties, . 
and I have no time for forgotten arts, for letter writing, talking, drinking, and

SHOWING THAT ONE 
STORY FACTORIES 
CAN BE ATTRACTIVE | 


One story factory buildings in past 
years have nearly always been archi- 
tectural misfits which tired the eye 
of the passerby just to have to look 
at them. During the last decade more 
and more money is being spent by con- 
cerns on beautification and more lee- 
way is being given engineers and arch- 
itects until now it’s getting a common 
thing for attractive one story factories 
to be erected. 

Two rather unusually good looking 
one story factories are now under con- 
struction in-Chicago—one on the south 


and the other on.the west side. Pic- 
tures of both are shown on this page. 
Work has only recently started on the 
first unit of a $750,000 plant of the 
Sewell-Clapp envelope concern at the 
southwest corner of Tripp and Bel- 
mont, designed by Architects Berlin, 
Swern & Randall. It will cost $250,000. 
Later on two more units are contem- 
plated. The first unit will front 283 
feet: on Tripp and 209 on Belmont. 
It will have 92,000 square feet of floor 
area and will be completed about Nov.

OME one has said that a pio- 


turesque house is one that you 

like to see other people live in, 

but pray to be delivered from 
yourself. This is not always true, and 
héever need be true at all. Beauty, 
grace, une ess—in a word, t.0 
quality which we call picturesque—can 
be combined as well with modern con- 
veniences and standard plumbing as 
with thatched roofs and damp walls. 


It is all a question of knowing how and . 


taking pains. 

In proof whereof, consider the house 
here shown. *It is picturesque to a do- 
gree. The projecting vestibule with its 
round arch not anly softens the sharp 
peaked gables but gives almost a clois- 
tered effect of peace and quietness. In 
some way not easy to describe the arch- 
ftect has given a broad, protecting 
sweep to the roof without incurring 
the expense of wide eaves. It has all 
the old world charm of appearance and 
yet is packed full of solid American 
comfort.

Silence ‘‘Fedora”’ 


Comes to Ravinia 


By Edward Moore. 


AVINIA already has a repertoire 
of reputable dimensions, but not 
large enough to satisfy its am- 
bitions. Another item will be 

added next Saturday night, to wit, Um- 
berto Giordano’s “ Fedora.” — 
This work is not only new to Ra- 


vinia, but little heard anywhere else | 


in this country. It introduced Edward 
Johnson to the American public two 
seasons ago af the Auditorium, and 
Lucien Muratore was heard in it on 
the same stage a few years before that, 
but otherwise it has maintained a pro- 
found silence for a long time. 

While the two artists named had 
their own successes as the tenor, Loris. 
“ Fedora” is really a star opera for 
the woman in the name part. It was 
‘that when it was a play, long before 
it became an opera. Those whose theat- 
rical memories extend far enough back 
to include Fannie Davenport will re- 
call that she used to act all over the 
stage in its emotional scenes. 

Such scenes are plentiful. In spite 


of its age, “ Fedora” is a pretty well 


constructed melodrama. It dates back 
to the time when a Russian p rincess 
was supposed to be all that could be 
in the way of charm, magnetism, and 
complete unconcern as to the means 
by which she had her own way. 

Fedora belongs to that species. Hav- 
ing devoted herself to avenging a 
family assassination, she baits a trap 
for Loris, who is not the person she 
is after, though she thinks he is. The 
bait is, as just hinted, herself. 

But after springing the trap, she 
changes her mind, in order to keep 
him out of the clutches of a Russian 
policeman—another terrible fellow, this 
—he allures him again, this time to 
keep him in the house instead of going 
around the corner where the posse is 
waiting. So far all has worked ac- 
cording to schedule. | 

But meantime vengeance has been 
moving against his family, and in due 
course the news reaches him. Then 
follows the disclosure of what she 
thought he was, also what he is, dis- 
gust, renunciation, a dose of stage 
poison working in no time at all, piteous 
last words, death, and showers of 
tears. 

Altogether “ Fedora ” answers pretty 
well to the definition of what Bernard

Major Airplane 
Event of Year Is 


Pulitzer 


Race to Be Held 
in Detroit 
Sept. 10 


BY MORROW KRUM. 


major airplane event in the 
United States for the year 1921 
will be the annual contest for 
the Pulitzer trophy, a three days’ 
meet to be held in Detroit Sept. 8, 9, 
and 10. This will be the second race 
for the trophy donated by Ralph Pulit- 
zer, owner of the New 
first having been flown at Mitchel field, 
Long Island, on Thanksgiving day, 
1920, with thirty-five entrants, Lieut. 
Corliss C. Moseley, A. S., flying the Ver- 
ville-Packard, being winner, with an 
average time of 170 miles an hour, 
Capt. Harold E. Hartney, A. S., flying 
a standard army Thomas-Morse with a 
$00 horse power Wright motor, coming 
second, with a time only 2 minutes and 
30 seconds behind that of Lieut. Mose- 
ley. 

Realizing the importance of this an- 
nual event to the future of aeronautics 
in America, the Aviation Country Club 
of Detroit, with Col. Sidney D. Waldon 
as head of the race committee and 
Henry B. Joy heading: the finance com- 
mittee, is making plans for the great- 
est air tournament that has ever been 
held in this country. 

Four events have been scheduled, the 
first, second, and third for commercial 
planes, the first and second for trans- 
port and the third for observation 
planes carrying two passengers. 

Selfridge field, adjacent to Mount 
Clemens, is to be the starting point for 
the triangular course, which will touch 
Packard field and the aviation club’s 
field at Green lake. The distance which 
is being surveyed and mapped is to be 
identical with the course flown over 
for the Gordon Bennett airplane trophy 
at Paris. 

The Aero Club of America, under 
whose auspices the contest is to be 
held, has ruled that the club owning 
the winning plane is to obtain the race 
for the next event thereafter.

Carrier Scout 

Experiments with a remarkable type 
of battle plane which carries its own 
scout machine po at the tip of one 
of its wings have m carried out at 
Farnborough. 

Two big bombing planes have been 
flying over Aldershot with a diminutive 
aeroplane fixed to the upper wing. So 
far it is understood the tests*have been 
successful. The parent machines have 
traveled at their usual pace, although 
the engine of the scout machine was 
kept running so that it was ready to 
dive off at a minuté’s notice to protact 
the larger and heavier craft. 

The automatic releasing apparatus 
is constructed on ingenious lines. An 
expert pilot is carried by the bombing 
plane and as soon as his services are 
required he climbs through the top 
wing and takes his seat in the scout 
piane. By pressing a trigger he frees 
the smaller machine, which at once 
glides along the battle plane wing 
and dives off.

there is an exhibition of old Italian and 


German engravings dated about the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, up to 
the time of Diirer, lent by Mr. and 
Mrs. Potter Palmer from a personal 
callection made by them. These prints 
have been on view for several weeks 
and will continue to be shown until the 
st of October. 

hey are immensely interesting and 
bear gut in person the contention of 
the opening paragraph introductory to 
their discussion. The flavor of digested 
romanticism is as a hall-mark upon 
thé prints signed by the German en- 
; gravers. The spirit of old times 
touches more lightly upon the Italian 
work, but the sentimental softness, in 
the sweeter lines and rounder curves 
of the south country printers, is filled 
with the eager sincerity that billowed 
Portia’s robes as she faced Shylock in 
the court of judges. Through the gen- 
tleness runs the thread of steel convie- 


tion. 


‘The most important division of the 
Italian engravings is that comprising 
the “Tarocchi cards of Mantegna,” 
which now are.no longer thought to be 
the work of Mantegna himself but of 
his pupils, or of other artists of his 
time. The cards are extremely rare, 
and they date from the period, ap- 
proximately, of 1431-1506. Formerly 
these cards were believed to be playing 
cards, the forerunners of the modern 
pack, but at present this‘ belief is 
doubted and some proof has been of- 
fered that these cards were designed 
for instructive purposes. 

The cards apparently illustrate the 
conditions and ranks of men, running 
the gamut of society from servant, 
merchant, gentleman, to king and pope. 
Other of the cards present the planets 
in. pictorial review; others show the 
Greek gods and the muses; and others 
again illustrate the arts and sciences. 
Each in itself is a complete picture; 
' taken together the cards make a run- 
ning commentary on the life. and 
knowledge of that day in early Italy. 

Of the German engravings the most 
interesting are undoubtedly. those of 
Schongauer. Various scenes from the 
Bible are depicted by him with earnest 
beauty. Charming indeed are the like- 
’ nesses of the Holy Family, of Mary, 
and the little Jesus in the courtyard, 
of the hurried flight into Egypt. Other 
engravings include the “ Virgin of the 
Annunciation,” “ Virgin of the Adora- 
tion,” “ Death of the Virgin,” “ Christ 
before Annas,” and “ St. Martin.”

NNOUNCEMENT has been made 
in the “New Era” magazine, 
the official medium of the Pres- 
byterian church in the United 

States, concerning a church for all de- 
nominations in the Pennsylvania moun- 
tains. James R. Mellon, promo of 
the idea, is one of the leading bankers 
of Pittsburgh, a brother of Andrew W. 
Mellon, secretary of the treasury, and 
was a recent visitor to Chicago in at- 
tendance at the annual convention of 
the Theta Delta Chi fraternity, when 
he celebrated the sixtieth anniversary 
of his initiation into that college broth- 
erhood. Mr. Mellon is a progressive 
Christian layman and an active mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian church,.as were 
ail his people before him. 

* The church will be located on top 
6f the Laurel Hill mountains, about 
geven miles from New Florence on the 


Pennsplvania railroad, west of Johns- 


town. The locality is composed of 
mountain farms with families that have 
no opportunity to attend church. The 
nearest churciies are over to the west 
of the valley. 

“When we have Roman Catholic 
visitors,” says Mr. Mellon, ‘“‘we have 
taken them seven miles to a church 
where there are services once a month. 
The other churches are far away, and 
the farmers are not in position to at- 
tend services. This results in their 
mot attending any church, 

“So while we are there in the sum- 
mer time we have had different serv- 


fees when we had a chance to secure 


a minister, and the various denomina- 
tions would always attend; even the 
Roman Catholic children and their 


parents would attend Sunday school | 


withont any objections. 

“The idea I conceived was to have 
some place that the Roman Catholics 
would agree with, also the Episcopa- 
Hans, and this is the nature of the plan 
as near as I can describe it. 

“Imagine yourself sitting in a room 
60 by 60 with seats; then, at one side 
in th middie is an opening about 20 
feet wide where the pulpit should be. 
On the outside of this wall but within 
the building is a track with three altars, 
the same as the three cars; the middle 
one would be Protestant, for any de- 
nomination, that is, Methodist, Bap- 
tist. Presbyterian, United Presbyterian, 
or the like. Shoule it be a day for the 
Roman Catholics, they too would desig- 
nate the time of their service, and this 
train would be moved along so that the 
Catholic altar would come in front of 
thie opening where the altar should be. 
This altar has sliding lattice doors 
which are locked up by the priest and 
opened when he wishes to have serv- 
fees, and when his service is over h2 


locke his altar up and goes away. e 


“What the Roman Catholics desire 
is.to have their own altar consecrated 
to their own use. There seems to be 
no objection to preaching from their 
consecrated altar to their members sit-_ 
ting in a public hall or church. Then 
should the Episcopalians desire to have 
services, their car would be run to the 
opening and the Roman Catholic car 
run into a room which just fits it so 
that it would be entirely isolated and 
taken care of until they wished to use 
it again. In like manner, the Episco- 
pal altar would have all the necessary 
equipment and could be locked up and 
moved into a recess after being locked 
up. | 

“But at all times, when neither the 
Roman Catholic nor Episcopal services 
were being held, the Protestant pulpit 
would be visible in the church, where 
Sunday school services, also preach- 
ing of any denomination, could take 
place. Accommodations in this pulpit 
are to be provided for the Baptists, and 
a small lake in front of the church
